THE CONTENT OF THE ART OBJECT 


To affirm that the questions that are asked and answered 
by a given autonomous-aesthetic phenomenon are primarily 
about a single topos means it must be understood that 

the same questions and answers are asked and posited 

not only on the representational but also on the presen- 
tational level of the work of art. To suggest otherwise 
is among other things (1) to declare that in bringing 
into existence a phenomenon that is at the same time au- 
tonomous and aesthetic about any given topos the creator 
of works of art can utilize different principles of re- 
vision/of construction to unify/organize the presenta- 
tional level of a work of art for example than he does 

to unify/organize the representational level of that same 
work of art (2) to declare that the questions asked and 
answered about a given topos at given spatial and tem- 
poral coordinates by a given creator or group of creators 
are ipso facto the same questions that would be asked and 
answered at those spatial coordinates at all other times 
by that same creator or group of creators regardless of 
the secondary gravitational and electromagnetic forces 
that affect those spatial coordinates (3) to declare that 
the manner in which the questions asked and answered about 
a given topos by a given creator or group of creators at 
given spatial and temporal coordinates is ipso facto the 
manner in which those same questions would be asked and 
answered (assuming that those same questions would in 
fact be asked and answered) by that same creator or group 
of creators at those same spatial coordinates at another 
time (4) to declare that the questions asked and answered 
about a given topos at given spatial coordinates at all 
times and by all creators whatsoever situated thereat 

are ipso facto the very same questions regardless of the 
secondary gravitational and electromagnetic forces that 
affect those spatial coordinates as well as the potential 
creators of works of art situated at those coordinates 
(5) to declare that the manner in which the questions about 
a given topos are asked and answered at given spatial 
coordinates at all times and by all creators whatsoever 
situated thereat is ipso facto the same regardless of 

the secondary gravitational and electromagnetic forces 
that affect those spatial coordinates and the potential 
creators of works of art situated at those coordinates 
(6) to declare that the questions asked and answered by 

a spatially and temporally situated creator of autonomous- 
aesthetic phenomena about a given topos for art are 

either more or less important than the manner in which 
those questions are asked and answered by that same spa- 
tially and temporally situated creator of works of art.
